With respect to claims 1,10, and 17, the specific limitations as to a suspension 
member having a flexible flange affixed to the rotating shaft is not taught and/or made 
obvious by the prior art. Prior art makes use of makes use of a flange that supports a 
rotor which is affixed to a rotating shaft, however the flange portion is not affixed to the 
rotating shaft.
